PLASTERERS JOIN UNION 


INDEPENDENTS AFFILIATE WITH 
REGULAR BODY. 


President and Members Leave Indus- 
trial Organization to Become Part 
ef Building Trades Counecil—Second 
Secession of Labor Men from New 
Assoctation—Building Material Men 
Ask Assistance in Settling Internal 
Dissensions. 


. 


President William Sammie and between 
thirty and forty of the members of the In- 
dependent Plasterers’ unfon, which has been 
affiliated with the Industrial union, joined 
the regular Plasterers’ union at the meeting 
of that organization last night. There was 
a number of applications from other mem- 
bers of the independent organization, but as 
they did not have the cash necessary to meet 
the first installment on the initiation fee they 
were not admitted to menibership. The 
event is of significance, as it promises to 
hasten the movement which contemplates 
the merging of the Industria! union with the 
Zullding Trades council. 

This is the second secession of trades from 
the Industrial union, the first having been 
the Soéiety of Carpenters, which recently 
entered into a three years’ agreement with 
the Carpenters and Builders’ association. 
Dissatiefaction with the treatment received 
from the contractors and the threatened 
Aissolution of the union through their efforts 
in organizing the industrials, has created 
a sentiment in favor of joining forces with 
the Building Trades council. The matter 
was referred to at last nicht's meeting of 
the latter body, and the report was made 
that conferences had.been held looking to 
the merging of the industrials with the 
council. 

_ Material Trades Ask Help. 

A committee from the Bullding Material 
Trades council waited on the council to ask 
it to cooperate with that body in settling the 
differences between the ‘machinists and thé 
elevator constructors. The Building Trades 
council stated that, inasmuch as it had an 
agreement with the elevator constructors, it 
could not act in the matter, but suggested 
that the two unions get together and fix up 
their differences. 

The committee of the material trades body 
also submitted the resolutions adopted by its 
Board of Business Agents, denouncing as 
false the story printed in a morning paper of 
last Monday. e story purported to tell of 
a discussion at the Sunday meeting of that 
body looking to securing several of the 
trades affiliated with the Bullding Trades 
council, with a view of settling the present 
lockout of the building trades. The resolu- 
tions were supplemented by a statement 
from Secretary Deutsch of the material 
trades, denouncing the article in question, 
and telling of the futile efforts made to se- 
cure a retraction from the paper. 

The proposed convention of trades affiliated 
with the Building Trades council for the pur- 
pose of discussing measures looking to a 
settlement of the lockout also came up for 
discussion, but action was postponed until 
next week. 


Bridgemen Still Conferring. 

The Arbitration committees of the Bridge 
and Structural Ironworkers and the Iron 
league, the association of the contractors, 
failed to reach an agreement at their meeting 
yesterday afternoon, and will hold another 
meeting this afternoon. Two or three points 
of difference were developed, but the princi- 
pal contention was over the question of the 
employment of non-union men. At the close 
of a three hours’ session the two commit- 
tees were apparently as far from settlement 
as at the beginning. The contractors, while 
willing to concede that no non-union bridgo- 
men shall be employed on jobs where the 
members of the regular union are at work, 
were not willing to agree to employ none but 
union men on any jobs they have. 

There was also some hitch over the clause 
regarding apprentices, but it is the general 
belief these points of difference will be set- 
tled at the meeting today. The demands of 
the union for a S0-cent wage scale were 
practically conceded by the contractors, as 
was the objection to the foreman serving on 
the Board of Arbitration. The future rela- 
tions of the union toward the Building Trades 
council depends on the result of the pending 
conference with the contractors. If an 
agreement is reached the union will un- 
doubtedly withdraw from the council, other- 
wise it will remain with the central body.

Defense Has Faint Hope. . 


Colonel Nelson, Youtsey’s chief attorney 
expressed pleasure at the action of the jury, 
yet the news was unexpected by him.

Have you had a fair trial? he was asked. 

“I am an attorney at the bar,” he an- 
swered, “and I must respect a court. I 
can't answer.“ 

Yesterday in his argument before the 
court Colonel Crawford, Attorney Nelson's 
chief associate, voiced the attitude of the 
defense in another way. 

Jam here,” said Colonel Crawford, af- 
feéting a respect for forms of law 1 not 
feel, for rulings I do not honor.” 

Colonel Nelson was asked to express his 
opinion on the point of law upon which the 
trial was continued after no doubt remained 
of: the seriousness of Youtsey’s condition. 

“Until now, said he, “I have assumed 
that when a new question of law developed 
it could be passed upon for itself in order to 
establish a precedent for the future. I had 
supposed that precedents came about int 
way. I learned different. Because no man 
on trial ever had been stricken as Youtsey 
was stricken it was decreed that his trial 
must proceed. Precedent for continuance 
was lacking. 80 we have gone through the 
forms of defending un Insensible being, and 
the court has gone through the forms of try- 
ing it. Since the contingency has been forced 
upon us we have done our best. Perhaps I 
am unduly sarcastic when I say 1 expect a 
verdict of ty. 

“We ay to show the man is as 
innocent as we believe him to be, and in 
different circumstances we would be con- 
fident of a favorable outcome. 


Youtsey’s Body Is 
lonel Nelson was not in court onigh 
ae the jury received its brief final advice 
from Judge Cantrill. But Youtsey was 
there—at least the semblance of him was 
present. The door of the room which has 
lodged him was thrown n, and the light 
streaming out showed a face framed in white 
coverlets. The eyes were closed. The wife 
sat by one side of the cot, a white uniformed 
nurse by the other. Mr. Youtsey, the gray- 
bearded father, sat inside the rail, a few 
yards from the doorway. The wife and 
father listened intently while the Judge told 
the jury how its duties should be performed, 
and then they scanned the faces of the jury- 
men. 

Impassive, sphinx-like fates they were, for 
these twelve men are bowed and sobered be- 
yond the ordinary by the weight of their re- 
sponsibility. Jurymen have often tried men 
charged with murder, but never has one 
tried the earthy shell of a man under weight 
of judicial instructions which forbid that 

„they should take cognizance of the physical 
condition of the accused. Such, say the at- 
torneys, is the effect of the ruling which or- 
dered the trial continued, though no men- 
tion of Youtsey’s physical state was made in 
Judge Cantrill’s formal instructions. Nor 
did the jurymen look toward the lighted 
door, and their stoicism may perhaps 
judged as a bad sign. 


_ Speculating on Outcome. 

On the other hand, it is argued, familiarity 
with the sight may havé dulled its interest 
without making it lose the significance. 

There is excuse for the jurymen becoming 
satiated with all their surroundings, for the 
big, bare trial room has little of the pictur- 
esque about it. 

It is an old-fashioned Southern court- 
room, big as a Northern courthouse, in 
which Henry Youtsey’s body has been tried 
for the Ute it contains. Could his eyes have 
beheld anything they would have looked 
forth upon a life size portrait of Henry Clay. 
The oll painting of the Kentucky statesman 
hangs directly behind Judge Cantrill's desk 
and in an oblique line with the juryroom in 
which Youtsey has lain since he was stricken 
ten days ago. The jury has occupied two 
rows of chairs in front of the Judge and 
Youtsey’s strangely placed cell has been to 
the right of the men with whom the decision 
of his fate was placed. The cot did not 
project from the doorway today because only 
arguments were in progress and the strain 
the prisoner would have been obliged to bear 
would have been useless in the opinion of 
the prosecuting attorneys. 

It was known also that the sick man was 
growing weaker all through the day, and 
whatever else the friends of the prosecution 
may have desired, they did not want Youtsey 
to die before the jury reached a verdict. 


Try to Make Prisoner Last. 


For nourishment today the patient was de- 
pendent chiefly upon hypodermic injections 
of morphine, though the mixture of egg, 
milk, and whisky was forced between his 
set teeth this morning. In appearance Yout- 
sey has undergone little change in the last 
few days, despite the other evidence of fall- 
ing strength. His face has been kept clean 
shaven, and its pallor is not remarkable. The 
eyes, however, are sunken, and when they 
open, as they do infrequently, they have a 
set and glassy stare. 

The curious public has not had many min- 
utes to gage upon the prostrate figure today. 
A few minutes this morning and a lesser 
number in the afternoon comprised the en- 
tire time the door was left open until tonight. 
Youtsey’s wife, a handsome but careworn 
young woman, spent almost the entire day in 
the room with her husband. She is a blonde 
of plentiful treases and a tall, graceful 


Arguments of the Counsel. 

The entire day was taken up with the two 
closing arguments of the defense and pros- 
ecution. Colonel Nelson, in behalf of Yout- 
sey, spoke from 9 until 2 o'clock, treating not 
so much of the evidence in Youtsey’s favor as 
that advanced by the prosecution against 
him. He attacked the evidence of the wit- 
ness who said he saw a rifie barrel projecting 
‘from the Secretary of State's office in the 
Capitol Building a moment after Goebel fell. 
The witness claimed he saw two feet of the |

Invective of Colonel Nelson. 


The adjectives Colonel Nelson applied to 
Colonel Campbell were those which a Ken- 
tuckian is supposed to resent, but the prose- 
cutor let them pass. 

The closing .speech for the prosecution 
was made by State’s Attorney Robert Frank- 
lin and lasted from 8 o'clock in the after- 
noon until 7 o’clock at night. Chiefly it was 
a reply to the charges brought by Colonel 
Nelson against the State’s witnesses, but 
in part it was eulogy of Goebel—whom he 
said went to death by the path of duty— 
ang invective voiced against the exiled W. 8. 
Taylor. * 

“ Retribution,"’ he shouted, “ will overtake 
that man in spite ef Governor Mount and the 
devil. If he were here he would gét the 
same sentence Jim Howard already has re- 
ceived. This man Youtsey ix only the tool, 
the abettor, but he ts guilty as such, and must 
suffer his deserts. But a greater penalty 
should come to Taylor.“ 

After a supper recess the jury received the 
last counsel. 

One theory advanced tonight for the re- 
quest of the jury for delay was that a ver- 
dict of guilty had been practically agr. 
upon, but that the jurymen were not anxious 
to announce it, and then separate and go 
to their homes along dark streets and roads. 
Many of the jurymen live far in the coun- 
try. It is asserted in excuse for the state- 
ment that mountaineers have been sending 
threatening letters to the attorneys for the 
prosecution.

Colonel Campbell said tonight he could 
stand both outside threats and the abuse of 
the lawyers of the defense as long as he con- 
victed Youtsey. -

sure of it today. Youtsey is shamming. He 
had to something to keep off the witness 

Colonel Campbell has a pecullar personal- 
ity, along with a reputation which he himself 
says is as bad as it can be made. When 
persons can’t find anything else to do,“ he 
said tonight, they get up tales about the 
wickedness of Campbell.“ 


Types of Men in Court. 
He looks the Colonel, has a black chin

crooked, giving him an appearance of 
ferocity, but his speech is mild when the con- 
versation is social. He wears a rather dingy

CAMPBELL’S STORMY CAREER. 


of the Prosecutors of Youtsey at One 
Time Involved in Fatal Riot 
in Cincinnati. 
Ciricipnati, O., Oct. 0. 


Campbell, who is assisting in the prosecu- 
tion of the men accused of the assassination 


of William Goebel, was counsel for the de- 


fense of William Berner in Cincinnati in 
1884. Berner, with a negro named Palmer, 
murdered a livery stable keeper named Will- 
lam Kirk in his stable in Jackson street. 
Palmer, the negro, was tried first, and, on 
conviction, was sentenced to be hanged, and 
was afterwards executed. Berner had pow- 
erful friends behind him, and every means 
were adopted to keep him from golng to the 
scaffold. 

Campbell was employed for the defense, 
and when, at the conclusion of the trial, he 
secured a verdict of manslaughter for his 
client, evidence that two of the jurors had 
been bribed was When Berner re- 
ceived a sentence of twenty years in the pen- 
itentiary, while his companion in crime — 
been executed, there was great public feel- 


ing. 

A mass-meeting was held in Music Hall in 
August which was addressed by many of the 
most prominent men in the city, and at its 
conclusion the mob decided to lynch Berner, 
who was confined in the Hamilton County 
jail. The following night the crowds gath- 
ered again and made an assault on the jail, 
The militia had been called to the scene, 
and in the fight that followed many citizens 
were killed and wounded. The militia was 
unable to hold the courthouse, and the mob 
stormed it and set fire to the building. Ber- 
ner was not reached, as the tunnel under 
the courthouse had been blocked. He served 
a portion of his term in the penitentiary and 
is now living at Columbus. 


NEW LIBRARY is DEDICATED.

Form of Identification Card. 


The check alleged to have been forged was 
what is termed an indentification card. It 
serves the purpose of a pay check for labor- 
ers employed outside of the City Hall. The 
form is one easily duplicated. For a forgery 
it would de necessary for the forger to du- 
plicate the signature of a ward superinten- 
ent and that of a laborer whose name was 
on the pay rolls. Such a check would be 
honored by the paymaster in charge of the 
pay wagons from which the laborers receive 
their salaries.

The wages 
ef the men then are placed in envelopes, and 
the paymaster carries these into the wards. 
Pay checks, or identification cards, are issued 
to the laborers, and upon presentation to the 


paymaster, properly signed by the ward 


superintendent, the envelope is delivered. If 
the laborer misses the pay wagon he may 
secure his wages from the Treasurer upon 
presentation of his check and identification 
by a member of the Street department. To 
secure payment in the latter way is held to 
be more difficult than in the former, where 
the identification card or pay check is the 
only necessity.

HUNTING FOR BOGUS AGENT. 


Etna Life Insurance Company Seeks 
Man Offering Policies in Towns Where 
Correspondents Are Located. 


The Chicago office of the Avtna Life Insur- 
ance company of Hartford, Conn., has re- 
celved information from Dr. 8. H. Butter- 
field of Ottawa, III., that a bogus life in- 
surance agent has been canvassing that sec- 
tion of Illinois with an offer to give away 
two $1,000 policies in every town that he es- 
tablished correspondents. Incidentally he 
requested that he be paid advance fees of $3 
in each case. Efforts are being made by Dr. 
Butterfield and the Etna to apprehend the 
bogus agent. 

When asked about the matter Fred B. Ma- 
son of the tna Life said: “‘ Two days ago 
we received a telegram from Dr. Butterfield 
stating that a man claiming to be an agent 
of our company was offering to give away 
life insurance policies. A reply was im- 
mediately sent that the company never, un- 
der any circumstances, had authorized the 
giving away of a dollar’s worth of insur- 
ance and asking for particulars. We also 
looked up Dr. Butterfield’s standing in the 
medical profession and found it all right. 
We will try and apprehend this bogus agent 
at once. According to the doctor's state- 
ment the man claims to represent many other 
life companies and is a dangerous individual 
to be about.”

Declare That the Health of the Puptis 
Is Far More Essential than Kinder- 
garten Work or Any Other Branch of 
Instruction and Cite Figures to Sus- 
tain Their Arguments—Many Cases 
of Contagious Disease Excluded by 


the Inspectors. 


Friends of medical inspection in the Chi- 
cago public schools are determined that this 
department shall not be cut off in order to 
provide funds for the maintenance of kin- 
dergartens or other branches of instruction. 

Protests from parents who look upon the 
system of medical inspection as a sort of 
life saving station in the public schools are 
coming in to the board from all over the 
city. It is held that it is more importa 
that the schools be kept free from epide 
than that the full program of studies be car- 
ried out. 

Trustee Sexton, who is strongly in favor 
of the retention of the system, has pre- 
pared a statement of the work accomplished 
by the inspectors, which shows that during 
three and a half months ot the last school 
year 76,000 examinations were miade, and 
4,539 cases of contagious disease were dis- 
covered and excluded from the schools. 
Since Sept. 17 of the present year 7,249 ex- 
aminations have been made and 510 con- 
tagious cases have been excluded. 

At the office of the Chicago Teachers’ fed- 
eration it was reported yesterday that the 
supply of the leaflet recently issued by the 
federation for the purpose of apprising the 
taxpayers of the failure of franchise holding 
corporations to pay taxes had been exhaust- 
ed. Two hundred thousand copies were 
printed and have been distributed within 
four days. 

I, T. Greenacre, attorney for the federation, 
returned from Springfield yesterday.

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FERES WITH BUSINESS. 


Prices in Many Lines Show a Decrease 
as a Result of the Caution—Confl- 
dence Felt That Condition Will Im- 
prove After the Ballots Are Counted 
West and South Prosper, as Mar- 
keting of the Crops Brings Them 
Money—Review of the Week. 


New York, Oet. 19.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
settlement of the coal strike satis- 
factory to all interests having been effected, 
business breathes more freely in the East, 
and distribution of merchandise is increasing 
slowly again, though the election excitement 
keeps new buying in many lines down to 
wants for immediate consumption. Jn the 
West there is not the same hesitation, and 
there, as well as in the South, the marketing 
of the crops, is responsible for a feeling of 
much confidence in the movement of busi- 
ness, if the nation acts conservatively at the 
polls. Prices of commodities are weaker, 
and the caution so general in a Presidential 
year keeps spéculation at a minimum. 

Cotton further declined, making the loss 
about $6 a bale in two weeks. Planters are 
rushing work and picking is expected to 
progress rapidly enough to save most of the 
crop from early frost. High prices make it 
possible to pay good wages to pickers, and 
the movement at receiving points increases 
largely. Domestic spinners are not liberal 
buyers, but exports are only slightly smaller 
than a year ago. Foreign buying increased 
with the recent sharp decline. i 


Wheat has shown more weakness, due 
in part to the greater activity at Russian 
ports; and Atlantie exports for the week 
were only 2,647,235 bushels, against 3,270,226 
a year ago. Corn also declined, but is six 
cents above last year, which may account 
for the loss in exports, in three weeks 7,654,- 
765 bushels, against 10,924,406 bushels in 
1899. 

Few important fluctuations. appeared in 
iron and steel, but there were small ad- 
vances in bessemer pig at Pittsburg and 
billets at Philadelphia. Moderate gains are 
reported in the volume of transactions, al- 
though the tendency is to delay large con- 
tracts a few weeks. Implement makers take 
bar iron freely, however, and orders for pipe 
are urgent with severe weather coming on. 
Structural shapes are taken for foreign 
points as far distant as Egypt, and domestic 
bridge builders buy freely. More mills have 
gone into blast and the general tone is im- 
proving. Production of coke has increased, 
but prices are easy and many gvens still 
idle. Tin declined again, maki the fall 
1%c in two weeks and six cent. from the 
high point in July. 

Boot and Shoe Demand Better. 

“Leather and hides are firm and selling 
freely, because of steady improvement in 
demand for boots and shoes. Jobbers are 
placing large orders with manufacturers, 
and demand is no longer limited to fall goods. 
Spring contracts are increasing at an encour- 
aging rate, although an effort is made to 
keep these sales as quiet as possible, owing 
to the effect on the market for raw material. 

“While woolen mills are not working at 
full capacity, more seasonable weather has 
increased buying in this line, and purchases 
of wool at the three chief Eastern markets 
increased 4.824.000 pounds, the, best total 
for a long time, although still far below 
the amount taken through speculative ac- 
tivity a year ago. Prices are steady and 
holders show no loss of confidence. In other 
textile markets cotton goods are less freely 
bid for, and are selling well below parity 
with the raw material. Sellers do not weaken 


| in their ideas as to prices. Many mills which 


recently shut down or restricted production 
are running again on full.time, but these are 
making chiefly heavy goods.

“Any acute apprehension about the money 
market was relieved by the large amounts 
of gold which New York bankers procured 
abroad, and which are on the way to this 
country. The sum total of the present gold 
inflow is over $9,000,000, and, though this 
amount is little greater than the shipments 
of money from New York to the interior in 


some recent weeks, the effect. even in ad- 


vance ‘of the specie’s arrival, was edly 


favorable. 

Owing largely to the gold-importing ar- 
rangements and to a falling off in the supply 
of cotton bills, foreign exchange recovered 
this week from its recent break, and is again 
at a point which cuts off further gold im- 
ports. The fact, however, that, in case of 
danger to our money market, assistance 
could be had abroad could hardly fail to give 
inereased confidence to the financial and 
speculative markets. 

In this connection, Wall street was par- 
ticularly struck by the announcement that 
the Bank of France would put no obstacles 
in the way of moderate gold withdrawals for 
+ ge to New York if they were needed 

ere. 


Gold Bought in Open Market. 
lt is also noted with satisfaction that, 
though some-of the specie now on the way 
hither was taken from the Banks of England 
or France, most of the shipments represent 
amounts of bullion picked up in the open 
markets, and one important sum of $2,500,000, 
included in the National City Bank’s consign- 
ment, consists of bar gold from south 
Africa. 

The operations, in short, have been con- 
ducted in a way which has obviated any dis- 
turbance of the foreign money markets, dis- 
counts at both London and Berlin being a 
little lower, and fear of a disturbance caused 
by American demands for payment of its 
credit balances has beenallayed. This, how- 
ever, does not result in any increased foreign 
participation in our stock market, and Lon- 
don has even been a small seller of securities 
on the advances which were recorded here.“

It is surprising to the review- 
ing authority that after these findipgs the 
court should sentence the accused to such 
a ridiculously inadequate punishment, and 
still more surprising that certain members 
of the court, after imposing such an inade- 
quate sentence, should unite in a recom- 
mendation to clemency. - 

„ Had the accused been sentenced to dis- 
honorable discharge and confinement at hard 
labor for two years he would then have 
received no more than his just deserts, and 
the punishment would then have been some- 
what more commensurate with the serious 
offenses committed. That the accused may 
rot, however, entirely escape punishment, 
the sentence is approved and will be duly 
executed at the station of his company.“

Mr. Bryan behaves discourteously to the 
people and to Governor Roosevelt. The 
former haye a right to know whether a 
Presidential candidate if elected intends to 
do something which it is contended will im- 
pair public confidence in the soundness of the 
currency and may bring a financial panic, 
As Governor Roosevelt has answered Mr. 
Bryan’s questions common courtesy de- 
mands that the latter should reciprocate, 
He has had many opportunities to do so, 
but has refused to take advantage of one of 
them. 

“Will Mr. Bryan, if President, do all 
that lies in his power, with the laws as 
théy are, -to break down the gold stand- 
ard and debase the currency?’ That is a 
question Mr. Bryan would answer quickly 
if he were in Colorado and were 
no telegrapli lines to spread his answer 
far and wide. He dare not answer it in 
New York, for if he answered it in the 
negative his Populist supporters in the West 
would rise up and call him traitor. His 
silence, in the light of his past free silver 
record, is an affirmative answer. If elect- 
ed he would have all the obligations of 
the government that can be paid in silver 
paid in that metal because. of the disas- 
trous consequences to the stability of the 
currency that would ensue.

A LENDER, NOT A BORROWER. . 
The President of the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia, and China said at the 
annual meeting of that corporation in Lon- 
don this week that “the professional ele- 
ment in Europe has so unloaded itself of 
American securities that it cannot meet 
large obligations, as it used to, by the return 
of American stocks.” That is, American 
securities are held at home so largely that 
when this country has exported more than 
it has imported Europe cannot settle ac- 
counts by sending back American stocks 
and bonds. Of course these are yet held 
abroad in large quantities, but they are as 
a rule what are called “ gilt-edge,” and 
the holders prefer to keep them. 7 
Europe must pay for the American prod- 
ucts it buys. If it cannot pay for them in 
goods or American securities it must do 
so in something else. It is the opinion of 
the President of the Chartered Bank that 
the something else may not be gold, but that 
perhaps European securities will be taken 
instead of “ unproductive specie.” This is 
what probably will happen. Were the 
United States to receive payment in gold 
for its net excess of exports it would have 
more of that metal than it would have any 
use for. That gold would be unproductive 
unless sent abroad to be loaned there, or to 
be exchanged for the obligations of foreign 
governments or companies. It is cheaper 
to receive those obligations in the first place. 
That has been done to a certain extent 
this year. 
These remarks of the English bank Presi- 
dent are an admission that the long, neces- 
sary period of American dependency on 


Europe for supplies of capital is at an end. 


The United States no longer has to go 
abroad to get capital with which to build 
canals or railroads. It possesses what cap- 
ital it needs for public or private uses, and 
has a surplus which it is beginning to in- 
vest abroad. 


PLAIN TALK TO THE FEDERATION. 

It will be recalled that the National 
Federation of Women’s Clubs at its annual 
meeting in Milwaukee some time ago was 
much perturbed by several vexatious ques- 
tions which were introduced, among them 
the race question, the echoes of which are 
still heard at-times. The State federation 
in session at Rockford appears to be in 
similar difficulties, all of which curiously 
enough have been precipitated by members 
of the Woman's club of Chicago. 

First comes Mrs. Pennoyer Sherman, ex- 
President of the club, with the serious 
charge that too many women in their en- 
thusiasm for club work are neglecting their 
home duties. Some are employing kinder- 
garten teachers to look after their children, 
so that they may go to the clubs. Others 
are neglecting those duties that they may 
learn to climb and swim in the athletic 
club. Mrs. Sherman specified other in- 
stances of this neglect of children, but 


methods. The latest contribution to this 
discussion is supplied by Professor L. B. 


R. Briggs, Dean of Harvard College, in 


the October issue, and has already increased 
the general interest by the fair and un- 
prejudiced manner in which be treats the 
subject under the title, Some Old-Fash- 
ioned Doubts Abdut New- Fashioned Edu- 
cation.” 

Dean Briggs not only doubts the wis- 
dom of overcrowding the curriculum with 
fads but deplores the fads themselves as 
hindrances to popular education, By his 
position of having to accept and pass upon 
the products tendered the college from 
preparatory and high schools, he is quali- 
fied to speak with authority upon this 
subject, and what he has to say simply 
voices the common sense of the communi- 
ty. Still more to the point is Dean Briggs’ 
doubt about the effective results of bring- 
ing up children “along the lines of least 
resistance.” “For any responsible work,” 
he says, we want men of character, not 
men who from childhood up have been 
personally conducted and have had their 
education warped to the indolence of their 
minds.” He dwells upon this point.with 
great emphasis, for the line of least re- 
sistance” is the distinguishing feature of 
the new education. He does not believe 
that training and education can be had 
without labor. His illustration of this 
point will commend itself te men educated 


the old system in its most monstrous form 
—take learning Latin grammar by heart 
before translating any Latin author. No- 
body now defends a practice so stupid, yet 


ened many a memory for other wonderful 
feats. The boy who mastered Andrews 
and Stoddard knew the power of patient 
effort, the strength of drudgery well done.” 

In these few lines Dean Briggs has 
summed up the essentials of the system 
which makes an educated man—patient ef- 
fort and a genius for drudgery. No per- 
manent results can be expected without 
labor and the new system calls for the 
minimum of labor and well-nigh leaves 
memory out of the calculation. In the 
progress of modern “enrichment” Dean 
Briggs says: 

Even the multiplication table is threatened with 
banishment. We learn the strait and narrow 
way and wabble al? over the flowery meadows. 
We are held down to accuracygpo little that it is 
next to impossible to find a youth who can copy a 
list of printed names without misspelling. * We 
have boys who cannot spell. teachers who can- 
not spell, teachers of English who cannot spell, 
college professors who cannot spell and have a 
mean opipion of spelling. 

How many children in the Chicago 
schools personally conducted over the 
flowery theadows” can spell correctly? 
How many Chicago teachers conducting 
them can spell correctly? How many pupils 
can even go through the multiplication 
table and finish it without a blunder? Are 
not optional studies and “royal roads” 
killing out labor? In Dean Briggs’ own 
words the new system, while it has many 
excellencies, gives the student “a bowing 
acquaintance with many things,” but is 
he a trained, educated person after all? 
Can he be such without the drudgery of 
labor? Dean Briggs’ doubts are much to 
the point and should make the advocates 
of the new system doubt also whether they 
are on the right track.

HEDGING AGAINST DEFEAT. 

In his recent speech at Salem, III., Mr. 
Bryan said to his old neighbors: 

If the election were held today there is no doubt 
that we would have a majority in the Electoral 
College and in the popular vote. But the Repub- 
can managers are now collecting from the monop- 
olles a large campaign fund. They will buy every 
vote that can be bought.. They will coerce every 
vote that can be coerced. They will intimidate 
every laboring man who can be intimidated. They 
will bribe every election judge who can be bribed. 
They will corrupt every court that can be cor- 


rupted. 

Still later, Mayor Taggart of Indianapolis, 
while in New York soliciting money from 
the Croker corruption fund for use in 
Indiana, said: We will carry Indiana, 
Illinois, Ohio, and New York unless the 
Republicans corrupt and buy the voters 
in those States with their tremendous cam- 
paign fund.” The same insinuation has 
been made by the chairman of the Na- 
tional Democratic committee and repeated 
by Democratic stump-speakers all over the 
country. 

Of course, Mr. Bryan and all his lieuten- 
ants know that this charge is both false 
and absurd, They know well enough that 
a majority of the fifteen millions, more or 
less, of voters in this country cannot be 


under the old system. He says: Take 


that wonderful feat of memory strength- . 


of the country where mugwump ideas for- 
merly had their strongest hold, and where 
the outcry of anti-expansion has been loud- 
est. It indicates that even Boston, sup- 
posed to be the headquarters of “ anti-im- 
perialism,” cannot stomach Bryan. When 
it comes to a choice between sound money 
and free sliver, the Philippine question sinks 
into insignificance, and the sturdy New 
England common sense reasserts itself. 
Though several of the college Presidents 
give their allegiance to McKinley grudg- 
ingly, and assert that they are in sympathy 
with Senator Hoar in his attitude on the 


Philippine question, they all agree that the 


subject is of minor importance as com- 
pared with the home interests at stake. 
As President Hyde of Bowdoin puts it, 
McKinley's election“ will do more to secure 
the benefits of sound money than his defeat 
would do to avert the evils of imperialism.” 

President Tucker of Dartmotth says 
there js not sufficient difference between the 
actual position ef the two candidates to 
make a Philippine issue. President Buck- 
ham of the University of Vermont more 
frankly and bluntly remarks that Bryan's 
ery of imperialism is “a trick for making 
dupes of men who are to be caught by a 
cunning phrase.” President Franklin of 
Williams College lays his mugwump ideas 
aside and says he will vote for McKinley 
because “ neither friendliness between the 
classes, nor sound doctrine in finance, nor 
the cause of civil service reform, nor justice 
to oppressed citizens, nor respect for the 
established courts would be promoted by 
Bryan's election.” The unanimous position 
of these twelve New England college Presi- 
dents should in itself be enough to show that 
Bryan has forfeited the votes even of those 
people who formerly thought themselves 
anti-expansionists. 


AN OLD, WORTHLESS PLAN. 

A correspondent suggests with some 
pride, as if the idea were a novel one, that 
a deadly blow may be struck at “ trusts” 
by enacting laws declaring that the pur- 
chasers of goods from them shall not be 
obliged to pay for the goods unless they wish 
to do so. The correspondent reasons that 
purchasers would refuse to pay if not 
obliged to do so, that trusts would keep 
on selling to men who would not pay for 
them, and that finally they would be driven 
into bankruptcy or would abandon the un- 
profitable “trust” -business. 

There is an Illinois law which provides 
that the purchaser of any article or com- 
modity from a person or corporation doing 
business contrary to the provisions of the 
anti-trust law shall not be liable for the 
price of that article. If sued for payment 
he can plead this act as a defense. Similar 
laws are to be found on the statute books 
of many other States. No “trusts” have 
been broken up by those laws, however, for 
the cases where purchasers have taken ad- 
vantage of them can be counted on the 
fingers. of one hand. : 
The merchant who buys goods from s 


‘concern which he believes he can prove to 


the satisfaction of a Judge and jury is a 
“trust” does not choose to avail himself of 
a law which says he need not pay unless 
he chooses to do so. He does not think a 
refusal to pay would be honest. He has 
the goods and expects to sell them and col- 
lect pay for them. If the merchant has no 
moral scruples, he has commercial! scruples. 
He knows his credit would be hurt if he 


took refuge behind the law in question. 


He knows that if he did it would be hard for 
him to find anybody who would sell hi 
goods except for cash. | 

The merchants who buy goods from the 
cotton thread, or cigaret, or some other 
trust chafe often over the regulations and 
restrictions imposed on them. They would 
be glad to hit at those trusts and break 
them down if they could. But they have 
too much commercial sense to fancy that it 
can be done by refusing to pay for goods 
purchased, even though the law permits 
them to refuse. | 


THE STEEL. RAIL POOL.‘ 

A year ago the American buyers of steel 
rails were paying the members of the rail 
pool $35 a ton forthem. At the same time 
foreign buyers were paying $30 a ton for 
American steel rails, They were able to 
get better terms because the pooling ar- 
rangement applies to domestic business 
alone. Those who made it compete abroad 
with one another and with foreign manu- 
facturers. They are content with small 
profits when dealing with foreigners, but 
when dealing with their own countrymen 
they demand exorbitant profits. Members

Dona Dolores de Mendoza, whom Viola 
Allen is impersonating this season in the 
dramatization of F. Marion Crawford's 
novel, In the Palace of the King.“ is not 
a fictitious character. Dona Dolores was 
in truth the sweetheart of Don John of Aus- 
tria, though history speaks so little of her 
that it has been supposed Mr. Crawford 
found her in his imagination. Though she 
courted danger, like some paladin of ro- 
mance in order to prove hérseif of the same 
bravery as her lord,-our own Prescott, the 
historian of Spain and of the era of Philip 
II., Don John's half-brother, never once men- 
tions her. 

The details regarding the girl are slight; 
but there was sufficient of fact to supply 
the novelist with his material. The only 
history in English in which Dona Dolores 
is mentioned is Sterling Maxwell's biogra- 
phy of Don John, now a rare work. She is 
mentioned in.a letter Don John wrote to 
Don Pedro de Mendoza, sometime Spanish 
envoy to Genoa. Dona Dolores was not the 
daughter of this Ambassador, but she was 
related to him. Don John, when in the Neth- 
erlands, also wrote tenderly regarding Do- 
lores, and it is a sad fact that he did not 
return to Spain for her to see him alive. 

Readers of the story will recall that the 
father of Dona Dolores threatened co send 
her to the Convent of Las Huelgas if she 
did not give up Don John. It is a singular 
development of history that Anna, the 
daughter of Don John and Dona Dolores. 
finally became the abbess of this same Bene- 
dictine nunnery. 

Inez, the blind girl, is Hkewise not-entirely 
a personage of fiction. Dolores had no sis- 
ter, but there was a Dona Mendoza, a close 
relative, who became blind through an acci- 
dent, and who is said to have been a beauti- 


ful woman.. 


An Announcement Between Lines. 

There are more ways than one of an- 
nouncing a purpose. From the following 
paragraph, sent out from New York by Mr. 
Mansfleld's management, one judges, for in- 
stance, that the actor will be in Chicago 
much sooner than the spring-time period his 
formal declarations have set: yg 

“It is scarcely reasonable to believe,“ the 
writing goes, that even Richard Mans- 
field himself anticipated the overwhelming 
success which has greeted his production of 
Henry V.“ Of course, Mansfield knew 
what he was doing when he sank a fortune 
in the staging of the play and threw into 
the engaging title role the best expression 
of his own genius: but he didn't know what 
the public would do. It has come forward 
with a rush, however, and the variations in 
the nightly box office receipts are simply 
those of a few more or less standing-room 
tickets. 

“Yet with all this substantial box-office 
success to back his personal triumph Mans- 
field will make no money on Henry V. 
if he remains in New York. His share of 
the weekly receipts barely covers the run- 
ning expenses for salaries for 380 people. 
advertising, - repairs, and the hundreds of 
trilles the layman’ knows not of. He can- 
not earn back any portion of the $50,000 he 
spent before the curtain was raised if he 
remains in New York's small theaters. He 
had this experience with a small house and 
a big production once before. In London he 
ran Richard III.“ to packed houses for 100 
nights, but at a loss of five pounds a night 
because the theater couldn’t hold enough 
‘people to put the balance on the profit side. 

“Tt looks as if Henry V.“ would bank- 
rupt Mansfield again unless he moves into 
the region of large theaters and moves 
quickly, not forgetting that he must move 
on to big stages as well.“ 

There seems to be no obstacle to the speedy 
moving. Mr. Mansfield’s contract time at 
the Garden Theater ends in four weeks. 
Then, by. original schedule, he is to go to 
Philadelphia for three weeks before enter- 
ing another New York Theater, the Herald 
Square.

Several of these numbers already are fa- 
vorites with the attendants at the symphony 
concerts, and the reception accorded each one 
of them showed how much they were en- 
joyed. Weber's Judllee overture, with 
which the program and the season was fit- 
tingly inaugurated, received a brilliant per- 
formance, being given in an authoritative 
tempo and with a forcefulness-which were 
highly effective. The first of the novelties 
Georg Schumann's Symphonic Variations 
for orchestra and organ—which holds the 
second place upon the program, was also 
read in a masterly manner, although the 
composition itself is not one which is likely 
to attain any great degree of popularity. 
To begin with, it is preceded by a rhapsodical 
sort of an introduction, which is so remi- 
niscent of Wagner—particularly of his 
“Tristan and Isolde —as to liberate the 
author from any responsibility for its com- 
position beyond his skill in the handling of 
the orchestra, which latter was made patent 
from the outset. Furthermore, the introduc- 
tion is wholly incongruous to the style of the 
ensuing variations. These are in a thorough- 
ly academic vein, which is pursued with a 
diligence amounting almost to pedantry. 
Many of the harmonic combinations are un- 
usual and strained, and the selection, as a 
whole, while unquestionably the work of a 
scholarly musician, is of an order which is 
more likely to interest the student than the 
general musical public. The first few varia- 
tions tend to monotony, through a sameness 
of color and treatment. This impression is 
to a considerable extent removed later on, 
however, and the work is eventually brought 
to an orchestrally brilliant conclusion by 
means of an elaborate fugue and a highly 
colored coda. The first. set of the Brahms 
Hungarian Dances, which followed, were 
given with a singular rhythmical charm and 
a fine quality of shading. 

Richard Strauss’ tone poem, Death and 
Transfiguration,” has been presented here 
but once before, and that so long ago as to 
de but dimly remembered, but the original 
impression of its extraordinary power was 
reawakened, and with increased emphasis, 
by Mr. Thomas’ reading of it yesterday 
afternoon. It does not detract in any way 
from the general value of ‘his performances 
to say that on few occasions.has he favored 
his hearers with so impressive and masterly 
an interpretation. The work itself is one of 
the first magnitude, from al! points of view. 
Indeed, one is almost tempted to say that 
it is the most important of all Strauss com- 
positions. The subject, based upon some 
particularly affecting stanzas by Lenau, is 
one which. appeals strongly to Strauss’ pe- 
culiar genius, and the manner in which he 
has described the scenes outlined in the poem 
is vivid in the extreme, both as to the musical 
contents of the score and the remarkable skill 
disclosed in the instrumentation. Yester- 
day's performance of this work will prob- 


fortunate enough to hear it. 

At the outset of the rehearsal the playing 
was, perhaps, a little diffident. As was to be 
expected, the orchestra had not fully recov- 
ered all the virtuosity which marked the 
closing concerts of last season, and the open- 
ing numbers revealed some slight uneven-

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. |

OW disgracefully the 
Sultan treats his old- 
est and most faithful 
servants is apparent 
from the publication 
of the extraordinary 
letter addressed by 
General Izzet Fuad 
Pasha, the Turkish 
Ambassador at Ma- 
drid, in tendering the 
resignation his 
post. The letter in 
question contains 
the reasons for his 
demand to be re- 
Heved of his duties. 
“Since I arrived here a year ago,“ he 
writes, I have not received a penny either 
of salary or of allowances. The members of 
my staff have received nothing since last 
spring, and are not only destitute but ab- | 
solutely starving. The embassy is literally 
besieged with creditors, the most importu- 
nate of them all being the firm of undertak- 
ers who have not yet been paid for the funer- 
al of my predecessor in office, twelve months 
ago. I have been so mortified by this that I 
informed the firm that within a short time 
your Majesty would have to pay them not 
only for my predecessor's funeral but ! 
wise for my own. 

„ have been unable to obtain a single line 
of response either from the treasury at Con- 
stantinople or from the Department of For- 
eign Affairs. Your Majesty has likewise re- 
fused to answer me, and the situation has be- 
come intolerable. I cannot even use my own 
resources to defray my expenses here and 
those of the members of my staff, for your 
Majesty may remember that owing to the 
marriage of my mother with a Christian, 
for which I was in nowise responsible, you 
confiscated all my estates. my financial ruin 
being completed by the persecution to which 
I was subjected for having expressed my dis- 
approval of the part played by the govern- 
ment in connection with the Armenian mas- 
sacres. Even all my books and papers were 
confiscated on a charge that I had endan- 
gered your Majesty's throne by translating 
into kish from the French, Alphonse 
Daudet’s story, Tartarin de Tarascon.’ 
Finally, when I protested against the almost 
criminal negligence shown in the failure to 
put into execution the project for the so 
urgently needed fortifications of Constant!- 
nople and of its approaches, which at pres- 
ent are in an altogether defenseless condi- 
tion, I was.exiled for five years to Aleppo, 
whence I was shifted with the rank of 
Ambassador, but not with the pay, to the 
Spanish capital. 


I now appeal to your Majesty. in consid- 
eration of my thirty years of service, of my 
three campaigns, of the wounds which I re- 
ceived while taking part therein, in consid- 
eration of the duel I fought in your behalf, 
and of my unblemished record as an officer 
of tried loyalty and honor to restore to me my 
estates so unjustly confiscated, and to allow 
me to withdraw from a position which has 
become altogether untenable. * 

In order that the contents of this letter, 
the tenth of the same tenor which I have al- 
ready written, may reach your Majesty's 
knowledge instead of being suppressed and 
withheld from your notice by the members of 
your entourage, I avail myself of the only 
means by which I can hope to accomplis 
this object—namely: by requesting its pub- 
lication in the Spanish and foreign newspa- 
pers.“

character as this has ever been addressed 
by any Ambassador to the executive of the 
country which he represented. It proved, 
however, extremely effective. For, ten days

TELLS OF HIMALAYA LANDSLIDE. 


Josephine Stahl, Missionary from 
Northwestern, Returns to Recuperate 
from Her Exeprience. 


Miss Josephine Stahl, a missionary to 
India. delivered a brief address before the 
students of Northwestern University yes- 


terday. Miss Stahl graduated from North- 


western in 1892 and was immediately sent to 
India. Her salary while there has been paid 
by contributions from Northwestern stu- 
dents. She spent some time as principal of 
the girls’ school at Calcutta and later went 
to Darjeeling, in the Himalaya Mountains, 
where she was at the time of the great land- 
slide in September, 1899. 

She was in charge of thirty-eight girls, 
and all had taken refuge in one room of the 
stone building used as the school when the 
landslide occurred. The house was crushed 
and four of the girls were killed. Two more 
were swept away and their bodies were never 
recovered. The remainder of the band suf- 
fered untold hardships until the arrival of 
relief from Calcutta, 350 miles away.
